HE W AS ATTIRED AS A LABORER 


Possibly 21 Years Old, and it May Be 
He Was Injured By a Freight 


Train 
Before 
Hit By 
the 
Passenger. 


An unidentified man was run over 


and instantly killed by Misonri Pa­ 


cific train No 
in charge of Conduc­ 


tor Frank Mount, with Engineer A l­ 


corn in the cab of engine No. G502, 


at a point two miles west of I^iresden 


at 11:05 o’clock Saturday morning. 


The train w'as running late and the 


man w'as not noticed until after the 


killing. 


People residing in the vicinity of 
the place stated that the man was 
seen to lie down on the track twenty 
minutes before the killing took place. 
From a passenger on the train the 
Democrat-Sentinel learned 
that 
the 
dead man was about 21 years old and 
wa.s attired as a laborer. 
He wore a 
pair of greasy overalls, and in one of 
his pi>ckets was found a pair of white 
cotti)ii flannel gloves. 
Tiie belief of the passengers was 
that the victim had been injured be­ 
fore he was struck by the i)asseiiger 
train and killed. 
One of his hands, the right, was 
badly mangled, all of it being missing 
e.xcejd one finger, and it is thought 
that the man was injur(‘d by a freight 
train on which he was possibly steal­ 
ing a ride an hour or so i)reviously, 
as the lacerated flesh of the hand 
showed that the wound was not a 
fresh one. 
The body was frightfully mangled, 
the head 1.' "g crushed and other i)or- 
tions mut^ 
The 
corpse 
was 
taken to Dresden for burial. 
Coroner Cluy Titsworlh 
drove 
to 
Diesden, where, at 2 p. m., he held 
an 
inqquest over the remains, the 
jury returning a verdict that the man 
had been accidentally killed by M is­ 
souri Pacific train No. fi. 
Not the slightest partirle of info.ina- 
tlon was learned about the dead man 
at the inquest, not a single witness 
heing present who could throw' any 
light on tlie killing. 
The man w'ms 
5 feet G inches tail, with red or sandy 
hair and blue eyes. 
He wore a greenish browm coat, 
with red checks, a blue shirt with 
white spots, and dark trousers, eii 
the outside of which hr wore a pair 
of blue overalls. 
He also wore a 
pair of heavy slioes.

Mrs. J. W. Kistler, wife of a for­ 


mer Sedalia bak<‘r, was w'rtîi'n of as 


follows in the Pil<»i Grove Record of 


Thursday: 
W hile p reiiaring ».»akfasi Tuesday 
morning on a gasolim» stove, Mrs. J 
W . Kistler met with an accident frt)m 
wliich sii(‘ w%as saved serious injury 
only by wiiat might seem miraculous. 
The kettle in wiiich she was boiling 
water, and wiiich was on om» of the 
lighted burners of tlie stove, wuis al­ 
most emi'ty, and Mrs. Kisti(»r iiicki'd 
up a small tin bucket, in wiiich siie 
sup.posed W’as water, and poured a 
portion of its contents into tlio kettle. 
An explosion follow^ed, as the buck­ 
et 
contained 
gasoline 
instead 
of 
water. 
Tlie flames instantly siiread 
to every i»art of the kitchen. 
Mrs. 
Kistlf*r screamed ami in 
a 
moment 
close 
neiglibors 
responded 
to 
her 
cries. 
After a hard struggle the tire 
was extinguished. 
It is thi' greafest w'omler that Mrs. 
Kistler was not seriously, 
or 
even 
dangei’ously, burned, but she had the 
good fortune to escape with hut a 
painful burn on one of her arms. 
George Friedmeyer wuis among the 
first to got to the house. 
He saw’ at 
once that the kettle, out of which 
w’cre corning leaiiing flames of fire, 
must 1)0 removed and he took hold of 
it to throw’ it out of the window’. 
Tlie gasoline splashed out on his 
shirt sleeve and he w’as badly burned 
on the liami, arm and right side of 
the face. 
No doubt Mr. Friedm eyer’s 
quick action avi'iied much damage to 
the surroundings, though he greatly 
endangered himself in taking it. 
The inside of both the kitcli(»n and 
dining room is badly damaged, the 
w'all paper being spoiled, three doors 
mined, and most of the wood charred, 
t W’as a narrow’ escape for the entire 
building.

Rock Island railroad w’ore dozing in 
the seats 
last 
night 
about 
10:20 
o’clock,- an Italian barber named Jolm 
Bello, crazed from drinking, sudden­ 
ly leaped from his chair w ith a draw’n 
revolver in his hand, yelling franti­ 
cally. 
The drink crazed man fired 
five shots, taking accurate 
aim 
at 
the passengers as he w’alked. T. B. 
Topp, a tailor of Minneapolis, Minn., 
was killed; Mrs. Morris 
Olsen 
and 
her sister, iioth of Arriba, Col., w’cre 
w’onnded, altliongh not dangerously. 
The shooting took 
place 
east o 
hero. W hen the train reached 
hero 
Bello and a traveling companion w-ho 
had been drinking w’ith him 
were 
taken off and placed in jail. 
The first shot fired by Bello struck 
Mrs. Olsen on the left side of her 
face, the bullet passing through the 
jnw’R and coming out on 
the 
right 
side. Mrs. Olsen’s sister, Miss Blakes- 
ley, sitting opposite her, w’as hit In 
the right shoulder W’ith the second 
bullet. Their wounds are not fatal. 
After being shot both w’onien rush­ 
ed to the smoking car ahead, 
and 
most of the men passengers follow’ed 
as quickly as possible, tumbling over 
one another in their haste to escape. 
Bello’s third bullet iinssed through 
Mr. Topii’s heart. He w’as found dead 
in his seat later. His facial expres­ 
sion W’as calm am! from his position 
it appeared that 
he 
w’as 
sleeping 
w’hen shot. 
B y this time no other man remain­ 
ed in the ca«' except (’harles A. Gilli- 
at. a Denver man, an employe of the 
Grilfin Wheel company, 
and D. Tt. 
Slnw’son, of Pueblo, Col. Gilliat clos­ 
ed in on B(*llo and w’renched his re- 
volvor from his hands, but not before 
tw’o more slints had been fired, nei­ 
ther of which hit any one. 
Before 
being overpow’ored Bello drew’ a ra­ 
zor and W’ith this fought desperately. 
A negro porter from the tourist car, 
armed w’ith a billy, finally succeeded 
in knocking the razor out of the Ital­ 
ian’s hand. Bello 
w’as 
then seized 
and bound by Gilliat, Slaw’son, 
the 
porter and others. 
The train crew 
stayed out of the car while the dis­ 
turbance 
W’as 
in progress. 
W hen the train arrived here Bello 
and his traveling companion, Patsy 
Leganbradi, also 
an 
Italian, 
w’ere 
removed from the train and locked in 
jail. Bello W’as accompanied by his 
w'ifo and four children, 
and Legan­ 
bradi by his w’ife and five children. 
The women and the children continu­ 
ed their journey to San Francisco. 
Mrs. Leganbradi admitted that the 
tw’o men had been drinking Italian 
A’ormoiith all day yesterday. 
Jb o iit 
8 o’clock they fell asleep. At 10:20 
o’clock Mrs. T.,eganbradi 
said Bello 
awoke and began to protest wildly 
that some one w’as trying to rob him. 
Then he rushed up the aisle and be­ 
gan shooting.

I'he governor has tin file a number 
of applications for the iilace.

The Herald says: 
The cause tliat led to the ^eath 
of this wife and mother, Mrs 
H. 
Skinner, wife of Constable 
r.ne; 
w’as a letter w ritten to an o tlur 
man by the liushand, and which fell 
into 
the 
hands of the unfortunate 
wife. 
It had been rumored for some 
time 
])iior 
tt* 
Thursday 
night’s 
tragedy that Mr. Skinner had not been 
true to his wife and these rum ors 
seemed to have been weii grounded. 
Several days ago Mi\ Skinner wwote 
a loving letter to a w'oman of Mober­ 
ly 
of 
(luestional)le character. 
The 
letter was-wuitten on his official letter 
head p ajier, iuit for some reason it 
w'as miscarried and wuis later deliv­ 
ered to ii family of the s<ime name 
on one of the 
rural 
routes, 
and 
til rough this p arty the letter was de­ 
livered to Mrs. Skinner. 
Of course Mrs. Skinner wuinted an 
exj)lanation troni her husband, and he 
ilatly deiiii'd being the author of the 
letter or tliat it was his handw’riting, 
l)ut cl ¡limed tlijit some one wu'ote it on 
liis letter head wiiile he was out of 
liis office. 
But this did not convince 
hei that her husbiind did not write 
the letter iind that he was not trying 
to deceive her, and family troubles 
uuitiiiued to grow' w'orse until h 
rife W'as ended, 
Tlie p articulaiu of 
the iiffair, as told by Mr. Skinner, are 
al)out tliese: 
He and his wife retired aliout 0 
o’clock. She asked him to tell her the 
truth about the letter and then for 
the first time he adm itted to her that 
he wrote it. 
Then, aceonling to his testimony, 
she sp rang out of iied and said, “I 
will p ut 51 stoj) to all of this trouble,” 
and nmde for the safe, on top of 
which was liis revolver, a 38-calihre 
Colt’s, but he followed Lcr and got 
hold of it first. 
Then she grahlied him around the 
neck with one arm and grijip ed the 
revolver 
with

tried to snatch it from

It w'lis a peifuncto ry mo tio n, that 
is alway s made at this stag e o f mur­ 
der trials, and it w'as a fo reg o ne co n­ 
clusio n that It w'o uld 1)0 o v erruled, 
hut they arg ued fo r it so earnestly 
as if they really ho ped to be able to 
co nv ince the judg e that the state had 
failed to make o ut a case w'o rth send­ 
ing to a jniT- 
They co nsiimrd the best 
part 
o f 
Ihrio ho urs in arg ument, and Senato r 
Bo rah s])o ke fo r tw'enty minutes in 
o ppo sitio n. 
Richardso n and Darro w'- 
co v ered v ery much the same g ro und, 
the Denv er man g o ing into the ev i­ 
dence that had been intro duced by 
the pro secutio n v ery fully , taking up 
tiie testimo ny o f nearly all the wit­ 
nesses, o ne by o ne. 


Wide Difference of View. 
The first tw'o o r three sentences o f 
Senato r Bo rah’s reply demo nstrated 
that there wais a radical difference 
o f v iew betw’en the two sides in their 
co nsideratio n o f the ev idence. 
Richardso n entirely ig no red the al­ 
leg atio ns o f a co nspiracy , which Bo ­

No Corroboration, He Contends. 
That was alway s the burden o f his 
arg ument. 
As he finished his ex ami­ 
natio n o f the testimo ny o f each w'it- 
ness he arg ued that there w'as no thing 
in it to furnish the kind o f co rro bo r­ 
atio n o f the acco mplice co ntemplated 
by the statute. 
The phraseo lo g j' v ar­ 
ied, but the co nclusio n w'as alway s 
the same.
